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Another Earthquake Shakes The 


City of Tokio---50 Lives Lost 


Osaka, Jan. 15.—Fire is raging in 
the suburbs of Tokio, one train was 
thrown into a river at Ban Yugawa 
and six trains overturned between 
Gothemba and Tokio as a result of 
the earthquake which shook Tokio 
and vicinity this morning. 

The emperor and the empress who 
were in the imperial villa at Numedzu 
when the shock occurred, are report- 
ed safe, The villa was undamaged. 
The prince regent and Prince Nagako 
also are reported safe. 

Fifty Killed 

Tokio, Jan. 15.—Fifty persons are 
believed to have been killed in Tokio 
Yokahama and the outside districts 
in today’s earthquake, while many 

ns were injured. No causualties 
foreigners have been reported. 
Yokahama Hit Too 
‘okio, Jan. 15.—Six persons were 
killed and nearly 200 injured in Yoko- 
hama and four were killed and at 
least 20 injured in Tokio by the sec- 
ond great earthquake disaster in five 
months to strike the two Japanese 
cities and vicinity this morning. 

The statistics were given out by 

the police. 


Yokohama Badly Hit 

One report stated that six hundred 
houses had been demolished in Yoko- 
hama. Odawara, a city on Kwatsu 
Bay, about 75 miles southwest of 
here, suffered the greatest damage 
from the trembler than it did last 
both Yokohama and Tokio and sur- 
rounding cities virtually were des- 
troyed. 

Water mains were ripped from 
their places and smashed by the 
‘quake and water flooded the streets 
and hundreds of homes in the two 
cities following the shock this morn- 
ing. 

Big buildings of modern  con- 
struction which were badly damaged 
and in many instances still in partial 
ruin from the disaster of last Sept- 
ember, were further damaged by to- 
day’s trembler. 

The cabinet went into session im- 
mediately after the ‘quake to con- 
sider relief measures and to obtain 
information regarding the extent of 
the damage. 

The stock market suspended op- 
eration owing to the failure of com-

Portland, Eng., Jan. 11.—An object 
believed to be the British submarine 
L-24, which met disaster off this

30 fathoms, according to 
here. 

A heavy sea was” running 
for divers to descend to investigate, 
however, if the bad weather continues 
efforts will be made to drag the sub- 
marine into shallow water with 
grappling hooks. 

Thirty Fathoms Deep 

London, Jan. 11.—The British 
submarine L-24, rammed by the 
|dreadnaught Resolution yesterday, is 
lying 30 fathoms deep about 11 miles 
south of Portland Bill, according to 
the latest reports from Weymouth. 
While it is admitted that this infor- 
mation as to the craft’s position is to 
a great extent conjectural, there is 
nothing to indicate that her crew of 
43 men have not perished. 

No Oil Seen on Surface 

Inasmuch as no oil was noticed on 
the surface after the submarine went 
down, it is supposed that the vessel's 
petroleum tanks were not broken, al- 
though some of the searchers point 
out that any trace of oil would have 
been dispersed quickly by the rough 
sea. 

It is taken for granted that all the 
men were below when the boat left 
Portland for the manoeuvres in 
which she was to take part, as the 
weather was too heavy to allow them 
to remain on deck. 

Cause of Disaster Unknown 

Until further investigation has 
been made, it is impossible to tell 
just how the disaster happened. 
However, one of the latest reports 
says that the L-24 rose beneath the 
dreadnaught and struck the latter's 
bow.

to sell beer by the glass. The cost of 
equipping these places and the paying 
of the staff would necessarily — in-

business.
